"The  tragedy  of  every  woman's  life  is  that  her  past  is  always  her  lover,  and 
her  future  invariably  her  husband." 

"There  are  many  things  that  we  would  throw  away  if  we  were  not  afraid 
that  other  people  would  pick  them  up. ' '

referred  to,  containing  Wilde's  "Phrases  and  Philosophies  for  the  use  of

Only  100  copies  of  this  periodical,  which  never  reached  a  second  num- 
ber, were  issued,  and  it  is  now  extremely  rare.
